CONTRASTS THI CITIES. 


New York, Jan. 5.—[Special.]—Mayor Fred 
A. Busse of Chicago was in New York today, 
headed for his native town. But during his 
stay here he was interviewed by ten or a 
dozen New York reporters. The interview 
occupled the fifteen minutes that elapsed 
between his emerging from his bath in the 
Hotel Breslin and his descent to the dining 
room. In breezy fashion, he discussed and 
disposed of the following subjects: 

Aviation, subways, Mary Garden, Politica, 
pretty women, opera, Mayor Gaynor, street 
cleaning, President Taft, central pier bridges, 
and Secretary of War Dickinson. 

With Mayor Busse were his commissioner 
of public works, B. J. Mullaney, and Ald. 
Foell and Snow. They confessed they were 
here only because they couldn't make rall- 
road connections out of Washington that 
would take them back to Chicago in the time 
they desired—in other words, because they 
couldn't help themselves, And that, accord- 
ing to his honor, is the best excuse any Chi- 
cagoan can have for spending a day in this 
city. 

Compares the Two Big Towns. 

“We ran down to Washington,“ said Mr. 
Busse, as he made a downward lungé for 
his shoe laces—they are almost beyond his 
reach—“ to see the secretary of war—a fine 
man, Mr. Dickinson, knew him well when 
he lived in Chicago—about not having re- 
moved one of our central pier bridges as the 
government has ordered. We need the 
bridge, we told him, so he granted us a lit- 
tle time. We tried to get back to Chicago 
yesterday but couldn't make it, so here we 


are. 

“Yes, I guess that’s about the best rea- 
son a Chicago man can have for coming 
here, but by that I don't mean you haven't 
got a good town.

Hartman charges that Hunter repeated 
these statements in October, 1910. 

These intimations that he had defrauded 
the benefit fund were made, said Hartman, 
before a number of members of the Pas-a- 
Pas club, 77 Clark street, an organization for 
the deaf and dumb. 

Hartman says that was the last straw and 
he went to Attorney Theodore A, Kolb, who 
filed the suit.

STEN SOUGHT GET NO HINT 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 5.—The grand jury 
in the Los Angeles Times explosion case re- 
turned twenty-tgo indictments late today. 

All of the indictments charge murder in 
connection with that crime. It is not likely 
that the names of any of the indicted will be 
made public until after arrests have been 
made. N 

It is believed a large number of San Fran- 
ciscans have been indicted. 

Wholesale murder, the outcome of a dyna- 
mite plot, is understood to be the charge set 
forth in each true bil. 

The return of the indictments today was 
the fruit of the disaster that excited the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles to a degree that for a 
few days bordered upon panic and resulted in 
the offering of rewards for the criminais 
aggregating almost $100,000. 


Union Labor Men Accused, 

Union labor, which the Times and its pro- 
prietors had opposed, was injected into the 
situation, and when the special grand jury 
was impaneled on Oct. 25 it was immediately 
confronted with two conflicting theories. 

One of these, supported by the findings of 
an investigating committee appointed by 
Mayor Alexander, was that the Times plant 
had been blown up by dynamite conapirators. 
The other, presse t*+ed by a committee named 
by the state building trades convention, then 
in session here, was that gas wee responsible. 

More than forty witnesses, the majority of 
them identified with the union labor move- 
ment, were summoned from San Francisco 
and other cities. In addition labor union offi- 
cials were summoned. In all the grand jury 
examined more than 200 persons who, in the 
opinion of detectives that worked here and in 
San Francisco, could throw some light on the 
alleged murder plot. 


San Francisco Men Called. 
Among the labor leaders summoned from 
n Francisco were Olaf E. Tveitmoe and 

Anton Johanssen, who were supposed to have 
known J. B. Bryce, M. A. Schmidt, and David 
Kaplan, three suspects in the case, who were 
in this city for a few hours after the explo- 
sion but subsequently disappeared. 

According to the detectives, Bryce, Schmidt, 
and Kaplan were the three men who pur- 
chased from a San Francisco powder firm the 
dynamite used to destroy the Times and part 
of which was found later in the internal ma- 
chine planted under the residence of Felix J. 
Zeehandlaar, secretary of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ association. This organiza- 
tion had opposed the extension of labor 
unions in this city. 

Two days ago an additional reward of 
$25,000 was formally offered by the county 
board of supervisors for the capture of the 


culprits.

Many Department Heads Want 
Appropriations Increased. 


BUDGET WILL BRING A ROW. 


Money to Be Found“ for Bluecoats 
Is Puzzle, 


While the preperation of the annual ap- 
propriation bills of former years has not been 
without stir, predictions in the city hall yes- 
terday were that the budget making to begin 
tomorrow will he marked by commotion that 
will give similar tasks of the past a peace- 
able appearance. 

One.of:the chief reasons for these asser- 
tions was the wider pread conviction that In 
Spite of the declaration of Controller Wilson 
that no horizontal increases in salary can 
be permitted in any department. the police 
force will obtain its 10 per cent raise and 
the fire department probably will réteive a 
similar increase. 

There were smiling admissions that the 
necessary funds will be found,“ because of 
the undisputed assertions that thirty-five of 
the sixty-six aldermen in the council already 
are pledged to the policemen’s increase. 


Others Ask for More. 

In consequence of this situation the feel- 
ings of other departments which saw their 
appropriations “ ruthlessly slashed ”’ by the 
controller in his estimates of possible funds 
for the year have been roused to where their 
heads all but make open declaration that 
if $1,500,000 can be found for the police 
and fire departments, some additional funds 
can be found for theirs. 

Accompanying and ing this rise in of- 
ficial temperature is discussion of the

If they are cut in the appro- 
priation bill provision for meeting them will 
have to be made later. I would be glad to see 
the men get their raise, as they are entitled 
to it if the funds are available, but there are 
essentials without which the department 
cannot proceed.“ 

„Most of the preparation of the health de- 
partment estimates I was compelled to leave 
to assistants,” said Commissioner Evans, 
„ and I haven’t had time to analyze all the 
results of Controller Wilson’s reductions. I 
am sure, though, that we shall present sev- 
eral phages of our case to the finance com- 
mittee, for the appropriation is too small. 
If it is insufficient the responsibility will rest 
with the council and not with the department 
for failure to make its needs known.”’ 


May Find New Revenue. 

Deputy Commissioner Hewitt of the public 
works department, o, in the absence of 
Commissioner Mullaney, is acting as head of 
the department, said: 

“(We certainly need more money and are 
going to make an effort for it. We shall do 
our talking before the finance committee.” 

Another department head, who asked that 
his name be suppressed, suggested that the 
revenue for 1911 as fixed by the controller 
might have been underestimated. In refer- 
ence to this he suggested that the estimates 
foresaw an income of only $475,000 from the 
vehicle tax, While the receipts from that 
source in 1910 were $560,000 and might be 
expected to reach $575,000 in 1911.

STRIKERS’ BABIES FACE WANT 


Money Must Be Raised for Free 
Milk for Garment Workers. 


TALK TODAY OF INQUIRY. 


Leaders and Employers to Consider 
Proposed Senate Investigation, 


More than 5,000 babies of striking garment 
workers are in danger of underfeeding and 
starvation as a result of a lack of funds with 
which to supply the little ones with milk. 

This situation came to light yesterday by 
an announcement by Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen, 
1430 Astor street, treasurer of the milk fund 
of the citizens’ committee, that unless char- 
itably inclined persons take pity on the little 
innocent victims of the strike and contribute 
to the fund the distribution of milk will be 
discontinued tomorrow. ; 

Mrs. Scott Durand of Lake Forest took a 
hand in the milk problem and arranged to 
obtain the required milk supply for the babies 
at 6 cents a quart, whereas the committee, 
through Mrs. Bowen, has been paying 8 cents 
a guart, minus a 10 per cent discount. 

Points Need of More Funds. 

“Of course, we appreciate the reduction 
offered us and the efforts of Mrs. Durand,”’ 
said Mrs. Bowen. The milk fund will be 
exhausted at the end of the week, however, 
and I see little use in changing from one 
company to another for only a day or two. 

“Tt is a great pity thet the babies should 
suffer on account of a struggle of which they 
are innocent victims. As much as I hate to 
do it, I shall have to discontinue the milk 
distribution at the end of the week unless 
the necessary funds are forthcoming.” 

The committee has spent $5,000 for milk for 
strikers’ babies, $1,000 of which was contrib- 
uted by Mrs. Bowen and $1,000 by the McCor- 
mick Memorial fund. A total of 1,600 fami- 
lies of strikers have been supplied with milk 
for their babies during the last few weeks at 
a cost of $150 a day. 

Confer on Proposed Inquiry. 

Senator Johan Waage returned to Chicago 
during the day from Springfield and arranged 
to hold a conference today with strike lead- 
ers and employers relative to the proposed 
investigation of the strike by a committee of 
the state senate. 

„One thing is sure,” he said. “ The entire 
state is aroused over this strike and the peo- 
ple want it settled and settled right to both 
sides. The subject will be taken up by the 
senate on a special order next Tuesday, and 
when the committee is appointed there will 
be a thorough Investigation made with a view 
to bringing about a settlement,”

LOCATES SPOUSE 


Sauk Center, Minn. Girl 
Charges Chicago Civil Engi- 
neer with Abandonment. 


OOURTED ON SURVEY TRIP 
After Husband Fails to Write to 
Her She and Sister Come to 
Suburb to Watch. 


After spending a week in an apartment ad- 
joining that occupied by her husband's pa- 
rents that she might find a trace of her mis- 
sing spouse, a wife’s vigil yesterday came 
to a successful conclusion.

Then he asked the privilege of sleeping in 
the county jail over night, as he had no 
other place to go. The request was granted 
and he will be released this morning. 

Attorney McGoorty was appointed by 
Judge Scanian last November to defend the 
sailor lad, who had no relatives or friends 
in Chicago and no money. He was charged 
with murdering a man in a drunken braw! 
at Desplaines and Washington streets on the 
evening of July 18, 1910. The victim never 
was identified.

Discovers Young Girl in a De- 
| serted House. 


CAUSE IS A MYSTERY. 


Mother’s Iliness Is Suggested as Pos- 
sible Cause, 


Intuition of a 12 year old boy which sent 
him to his deserted house led to the discov- 
ery of his sister’s suicide yesterday after- 
noon. At the same time other relatives of 
the dead girl were reporting her disappear- 
ance to the police. 

The suicide was Miss Elsie Zelsler, 20 years 
old, @ stenographer employed in the law 
offices of Rathje & Rathje, 146 La Salle street 
The young woman’s body wae foundéén the 
floor of the bathroom of her house, 2324 
North Clark street, at 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Her brother Herman found a rubber 


hose attached to an open gas jet in her mouth. 


Cause for Suicide Puzzle. 

Relatives of the young woman say they 
are at a loss to account for her act. Her 
employers and fellow-employés declare she 
gave no hint of being despondent when she 
left the office the previous evening. The 
long continued illness of her mother in a 
south side hospital may havé preyed on her 
and temporarily unbalanced her mind and 
caused her to kill herself, say relatives. 

Miss Zeisler attempted to end her life in 
a similar manner three years ago, it is said: 
This event followed soon after the death of 
her father. Relatives detected the odor of 
escaping gas and applied restoratives. 

For the last six weeks, or since her 
mother’s ilinesa, the young woman has been 
residing at the home of her uncle, A. Hirsch, 
1731 Wells street, while two sisters and a 
brother were with another relative, Mrs. A. 
Grossman, 825 Wisconsin street. 


Had Been Dead for Hours. 

When Elsie did not return to the Hirsch 
residence Hirsch communicated with the 
sisters, and other relatives, but none had 
geen her. It was learned from her employers 
that she had left the office ostehsibly for 
home at 6 o'clock Wednesday afternoon, ap- 
parently in the best of spirits. Finally, at 
4 o’clock Thursday afternoon, when she hed 
not appeared, it was decided to report her 
disappearance to the police.

Conference with Grosscup May 
Lead to Agreement with 
County Company. 


SALE OF BONDS HELD UP. 


Chicago Lines Ready to Grant 
Concessions; Suburbs Still 
Are Firm.

Judge Grosscup and the traction chiefs, 
Henry A. Blair, W. W. Guriey, John M. 
Roach, and Gilbert E. Porter, held a lengthy 
conference yesterday in an attempt to formu- 
late an agreement between the Chicago Rall 
Ways company and the County Traction 
company in accord with the judge’ s ideas of 
substantial justice to all parties. The con- 
ference will be resumed today, and it fs hoped 
to complete the matter before night. 

The desire for haste comes from the street 
car men, and is due to the fact that the sale 
of the $10.500,000 worth of bonds involved 
in the reorganization has been held up by 
the action of the judge in reopening the case 
and threatening to set aside the decree of 
confirmation. 


Traction Men Want Action. 

The situation is one which tends to make 
the masters of thé transportation systems 
peedy in decision and action, and pliantly 
yusceptible to judicial suggestions. 

The basis d Judge Grosscup’s solution 
vonsists of the establishment of a zone sys- 
tem, and involves the principle that ¢the 
companies shall do no hauling of passengers 
at rates that are noncompensatory.“ 

All the villages except Evanston, which 
never had anything but a zone system, have 
decided to fight out in the courts their de- 
mands for a compliance by the companies 
with their franchise pledges, that is, for 
cent fares to the loop. It is doubtful also 
whether the city will consent to any tam- 
pering with the ordinance of 1907, anda re- 
opening of the traction question. 

With these phases of the matter, however, 
Judge Grosscup is not! concerned. He sim- 
ply wants to make it impossible for the 
companies ever to refuse the compromise 
propositions which he thinks reasonable. 


Grosscup Explains His Stand. 

“It is simply this,“ he said yesterday. 
When I confirmed that sale I should have 
made some ararngements for the contin- 
wation of service under reasonable terms. 
I fafled to do it. I now wish to rectify that 
oversight. I have no jurisdiction over any 
one who was not in my court, and my only 
object is to see that those who were in 
my court are not discharged without bind- 
ing themselves to do their part in a fair and 
reasonable readjustment of the traction sit- 
uation.” 


Uphold Action of Maywood Board. 


Over 500 persons attended a mass meeting 
in Maywood called by the machinists’ union: 

The action of the Maywood village board in 
refusing to enter into the traction truce to 
Feb. 12 was upheld by the speakers, who 
suggested a fight in the courts to compel 
thé traction company to restore the five cent 
fare and if this action was lost, to revoke the 
framchise of the company.

One is for 
the extent ion of the city street car lines south 
of Seventy-ninth street and the other is a flat 
ordinance, declaring for a 5 cent car service 
for the southern residents. 


Would Inspect District. 

At the meéting a committee of three was 
named to accompany one delegate each from 
Longwood, Beverly, Hills, Washington 
Heights, and Brainerd when the council trac- 
tion committee goes on an inspection trip 
over the territory next ‘Wednesday. Ald. 
Foreman, head of the committee, promised to 
let the association know on Monday if the 
committee can meet the citizens. 

We want to show the committee that the 
south part of the city is populated to such an 
extent that it is deserving not only of a 5 
cent fare to the loop but of a good car line 
in this section,“ said E. H. Arnold, president 
of the Gresham organization. 

„We are tired of paying one fare to the 
city car line and another nickel to the Chicago 
and Southern Traction compar. xin order to 
get home from downtown, We also want an 
extension from Seventy-ninth street.“ 

Members of the improvement club say the 
railway companies have been appealed to in 
vain and that only council] relief can be ex- 


pected. 


Route of Desired Extension.

After Resignation of Duce 
Theater Magnate Says $70,- 
000 Is Lost.in 4 Years. 


ACTS AS OWN DETECTIVE. 


Find He Could Buy „Billboard“ 
Tickets from Sealpers for 
Most of Playhouses. 


Ticket scalping methods were exposed yes - 
terday through the shakeup in the local 
forces. of the firm of Sam & Lee Shubert, 
lessees of the Garrick, Lyric, and Princess 
theaters 

Herbert C. Duce, middle western manager 
for the Shuberts and manager of the Garrick, 
resigned suddenly Wednesday night after a 
talk MA J. J. Shubert, who came here as 
he stated to reorganize the force. W. W. 
Freeman succeeds Duce. Mort H. Singer 
continues as manager of the Princess. 


Shubert Acts as Sleuth. 

For several months J. J Shubert has been 
dropping into Chicago incognito for the pur- 
pose of checking up on the ticket scalping 
business. He says he bought passes at cut 
rates from scaipers for practically every 
downtown theater with the exception of the 
Lyrie and Princess. Passes for the Gar 
rick were bought. As the result of his in- 
vestigation he was convinced that the Shu- 
berts lost $70,000 in four years from the sale 


of passes 

“The method was this,” said Lawrence 
J. Anhalt, who in the reorganization was 
made general Chicago press representative 
for the Shubert theaters: “‘ Passes are is- 
sued to pay for the bills hung in store win- 
dows. There are men who make a practice 
of buying these passes and selling them to 
the public. Mr. Shubert found he could buy 
passes for all the downtown theaters except 
the Princess and Lyric. In checking up 
those he bought for the Garrick he could find 
no trace of some of them, at least on the 
books of the theater. 


ing at hotels and through regular agencies, 
which is done with the knowledge and con- 
sent of the New York office. But in the case 
of passes it is an easy matter to issue a bill- 
board pass for some place where perhaps no 
bill ever has been posted and, by an arrange- 
ment with the scalper, a profit can be made 
by the persons issuing them.

Duce Tells of Resignation, 

Mr. Shubert made no charge against me 
other than that of negligence,in the protec- 
tion of the Shubert interests in the preven- 
tion of the alleged traffic in passes, said Mr. 
Duce in a statement. ‘‘ Mr. Shubert declared 
twenty-two passes had been sold, but he only 
displayed nine. They were the regulation 
billboard passes signed by the advertising 
agent and distributed in the usual way 
through the bill postere. They had never 
passed through my hands. Mr. Shubert asked 
for my resignation on the ground of negli- 
gence. 

„If Mr. Shubert imagines himself injured, 
the whole machinery of the law is at his com- 
mand, and I am here waiting for any action 
he may take. Amy one who says I benefited 
in the sale of the nine passes sold for the 
Garrick tells an untruth.“ 

Stopped by Check System. 

Other managers declare there is no posel- 
bility for the fraudulent issuance of passes 
at their theaters, as a careful check is kept 
of every pass issued. Some agree that the 
scalping of passes ls an evil, but are unable to 
point out any way in which it can be reme- 


died.

In about a dozen of these persorial investiga- 
tions have been made by members of the 
commission, In others the reports of police 
and health departments and investigations 
such as that now being made in Chicago have 
been obtained. 

The report of the committee on local condi- 
tions now is in the hands of Dean Walter T. 
Sumner, chairman of the commission.. His 
task is the analysis of the evidence and draft- 
ing of conclusions. 


SAMUEL UNTERMYER ASSAILS

Mainly Responsihle for Loss of Public 
Confidence in Security Values, Says 
New York Lawyer.

New York, Jan. 5.— Samuel Untermyey, ene 
of the best known corporation lawyers in the 
country, in a speech tonight at the meeting 
of the New York County Lawyers’ associa- 
thon, made a bitter attack on holding com- 
panies. 

The first corporate abuse to which I de- 
gire to direct attention today as requiring 
legislative notice, he said, is the financia] 
vice known as the holding company. It is 
mainly responsible for the loss of public con- 
fidence in security values which is so largely 
the cause of panics and depressions. 

It you can get rid of the holding company. 
as you can, you will have abated the most 
serious of the corporate evils of the present 
day. The minority stockholder is at the 
mercy of a purchaser of a majority of the 
shares, who may be more interested in de- 
stroying a competitor than in immediate re- 
turns on his recently acquired interest 

“The remedy is simple. Forbid absolutely 
any corporation from holding stock in an- 
other corporation. That does not mean that 
it cannot buy the property of another com- 
pany, bet that it must buy every interest or 


none.” 


WILSON ARRAIGNS JAMES SMITH

Some of the suffering that little Lester 
Carlson experienced during the six weeks 
that he kept the secret of his accidental kill- 
ing of a playmate, whose body he hid in the 
cellar of his home residence, was told ot by 
him yesterday at the South Chicago police 
station before he was taken by Probation 
Officer O'Keefe to the detention home for 
juvenile delinquents. 

He explained reluctantly how the memory 
of the deed haunted him during his fitful 
sleep and how nearly every night in his 
dreams he played Indian again with Anton 
Wisniewski, his chum, whom he killed. The 
blue eyes of the 18 year old lad filled with 
tears during his recital. He smiled for the 
first time when he spoke of the relief he felt 
after he confessed the act to the police. 

m glad now that I told,“ he said. “TI 
am not afraid any more. That feeling that 
made me afraid has gone. Before I told the 
policemen I couldn't forget about it except 
for a little while and I couldn't sleep well. 
But I feel all right now and I had a good sleep 
last night. I'm glad they’re not going to 
hang me. 


Memory’ Haunts His Dreams. 

Almost every night I used to dream I 
was playing with him and the other boys 
again. Every time I dreamed about this, 
Anton and I would be in the cellar, just like 
we were before he died. I would put the 
gun against him and then just when I was 
going to press the trigger I'd wake up. Then 
I would be scared and couldn't go to sleep 
again for a long time. 

One night I dreamed he came up out 
of the cellar and pressed the gun against me 
and I woke up before he shot. I didn’t go 
to sleep again until daylight. 

“I'll never play Indian again with the 
boys and I’m going to leave revolvers alone. 
I think I'll go to school, too.” 


Slayer Saved from Attack. 

In Lulinski’s undertaking. rooms, South 
Chicago, where the inquest was held in the 
morning, John Wisniewski, father of the vic- 
tim, his eyes swollen and teare streaming 
down his cheeks, lost control of himself when 
he looked upon the corpse of his only child.

He 
declared that he had first gone abroad in 
1881, making his home in England and Scot- 
land, owned property in both places, bad 
married a native of Scotland and lived in his 
father’s house in London. He declared he 
had paid an inheritance tax in England, bad 
never claimed the right to vote in the United 
States, and had no intention of remaining 
in this country when he landed. 

Nevertheless, two months after he landed, 
Bradley Martin Jr. determined to remain in 
the United States and went into the banking 
business in New York City. He tod the 
appraisers he had made up his mind te re- 
main in this country about two days before 
he went into business.

The 
question whether the charges for this or that 
class of service are high or low has not been 
approached. , 

The city’s experts asserted a week ago that 
the company could reduce its income $480,000 
a year without injury; and now the company 
shows itself standing by ite original claim 
that instead of reducing its rates it should 
iacrease them. 


See Clash of. Experts. : 

President B. E Sunny presented the cor- 
poration’s reply to the committee, but the 
engineering firm of D. C. and W. B. Jack- 
gon and the accounting firm of Arthur Young 
& Co., probably aided in its preparation, 
according to expressions of members of the 
emmittee following adjournment. It was 
these firms to whose report the committee 
took exception last spring when it deter- 
mined to hire its own experts, headed by 
Prot. W. T. Hagenah; and it was upon their 
reports that President Sunny first made his 
geclaration to the committee that rates 
should be increased. 

Prof. Hagenah's report showed a wide va- 
riance from thet of his predecessors, and 
the aldermen suggested the two firms proba- 
bly were interested enough in the situation 
to support their findings, so that the situa- 
tion was regarded as indicating a long con- 
tinued clash between two sets of experta 
So much of a technical nature was con- 
tained in both reports that the committee 
did not attempt to discuss them at length, 
end adjourned unti! next Tuesday morning 
before which Prof. Hagenah will have bad 
an opportunity to scrutinize the reply of the 

- oompeany and to advise the committee of 
his conclusions. 


Plant’s Cost Is Questioned. 

The first chief exception taken by the com- 
pany to the committee’s report is that ſts 
ordinance, in providing for rate revision by 
the council, did not contemplate computing 
the cost of the plant as the cost of duplcat- 
ing it today, but the cost of its construction. 
The answer insisted that if the method ob- 
jected to were used the plant could not be 
reproduced for less than $5,000,000 in excess 
of its cost, although no demand was made 

_ for s valuation in excess of $23,224,848, which 
was presented as the total of construction 
and real estate vouchers on record. 
President Sunny’s statement disagreed with 
Prof. Hagenah’s @eduction of 2244 per cent 
from the valuation of the plant because of 
depreciation. It was contended that this 
theory of bookkeeping is a new one, not in 
general use, that the figure was extreme, and 
that no such charge should be made against 
the company because of the comparative 
newness of its entire plant. 


Says Meters Come High. 

The company insisted that Mr. Hegenah 
erred in giving it credit for about $300,000 
less than it should have been given for 
taxes. It declared that $300,000 a year must 
be provided for telephone meters and $120,- 
000 for the destruction of conduits and ca- 
bles by subway construction—both of which 
Prof. Hagenah omitted from consideration. 

As a final showing of figures that should 
be quoted to its credit the company asserted 
that at least $750,000 should be allowed to 
meet the competition that, it was estimated, 
win result from the council's permitting the 
advance of the Illinois Telephone and Tun- 
Bel company into the field. 


Fears Double Regulation. 

In this connection Mr. Sunny's statement 
sored the committee: 

“The theory of municipal regulation of 
Tates,” he said, ‘‘ as applied to most corpore- 
tone, and particularly the telephone com- 
pany, is that it is in Mew of competition.

He 
went to his private garage directly acrose 
the street from his residence to get his auto-

poured a mixture of wood alcohol and kero- 
sene into them to clea them out. 


No Outlet for Gas in Garage. 

He then started the engine and opened the 
cutoff valve in the muffler. The garage door 
wae closed and there was no other outlet for 
the forming carbon gas as that rushed from 
the engine into the room. 

Dr. Hemsteger did not notice the fumes at 
first, but soon a dizziness and feeling of 
nausea came over him. He staggered to the 
garage door and threw it open just in time 
to prevent his being overcome. The fresh air 
revived him and he managed to walk across 
the street to his residence. He was unable 
to leave his apartment during the balance of 
the day, and he suffered from severe head- 
ache and stomach troule. 


Sinks to Floor and Dies. 

Despite the advice of his family, he left 
the apartment and called upon a number of 
his patients. He returned at noon, but im- 
mediately after entering the parlor he sank 
to the floor unconscious. He died before 
medical attention arrived. Death was due 
directly to poisoning of the heart by the 
carbon gas, assert physicians.

Lady Emily 
may therefore be said to have been brought 
up in court circles from her earliest youth, 
and she was a frien@ of Queen Alexandra 
ever since the jatter’s marriage, that is to 
aay, for seven or eight years before she be- 
came her lady waiting, 

Most of those Americans who have been 
presented to Queen Alexandra will recall 
Lady Emy, who was a handsome and dis- 
tinguished looking woman; one who stood so 
high in the regard of her royal mistress that 
when prevented by age and infirmity from 
continuing her duties as Ady in waiting she 
was maintained in that office at full pay for 
the remainder of her days. 

She played a prominent role at the last 
coronation,.in immediate attendance on 
Queen Alexandra, and her death has the 
effect of placing in mourning her only sur- 
viving. daughter, the Marchioness of Chol- 
mondeley, her half-sister, the Duchess of 
Abercorn; her nephew, the Duke of Beau- 
fort; Lowe Howe and his mother; the Bart 
and Countess «if Londesborough, and her only 
son, Nigel Kingscote, formerly an officer of 
the Rifle trigade, and who made his home 
with. her.

There are few, if any, English families, 
titied-or untitled, of greater antiquity than 
the Kingscotes, whose pedigree goes back in 
an unbroken line to the year A. D. 985, while 
Kingscote manor, their ancestral home in 
Gloucestershire, has been in their possession 
ever since 115.

Dr. Dubbe’s Program Study Class. 

As Widor’s “Sinfonia Sacra” appears on 
the orchestra program this week, Dr. Criticus 
Flub-Dubbe devoted his lecture hour yester~- 
day to the organ, with special reference to 
the acoustics of the instrument. The Doctor 
explained lummously the laws governing the 
notes given forth by organ pipes, although 
he admitted that the manner in which vibra- 
tions in these pipes are produced is not 
wholly understood, even by himself. 

It is, then, inscrutebie,” said Mrs. Fuller- 
Prunes. 

“We know, however,” said the Doctor, 

“that in tubes the number of vibrations 
varies inversely as the length of the columns 
of air, and as these alr columns subdivide 
they form upper partials. Henee it is grati- 
fying to know that air columns have nodes 
and ventral segments, or points of maximum 
and minimum motion, 
Our gratification is Increased,” pursued 
Dr, Dubbe, “When we khow that vibrating 
air particles proceed parallel to the axis 
of the tube; consequentiy their nodes are 
points of no motion, but of varying density;

ments are points of maximum motion, but of 
a constant density You perceive, of course, 
why this is so.”

Railroads Running West of 
Chicago Reject Proposition 
Made by Government. | 


WILL GIVE OWN FIGURES. 


Charges for Transportation of 
Cottonseed Products Or- 
dered Reduced. 


Railroads running west of Chicago at the 
January meeting of the Western Passenger 
association held yesterday declined to ac- 
cept à proposition submitted by the United 
States government regarding charges for 
the transportation of government troops, 
employés, and freight. Instead they wil: 
attempt to arrange for a substitute propo- 
sition to be submitted to the government. 

The question arises 4rom the provisions of 
early grants of land by the federal govern- 
ment to many of the roads to aid their con- 
struction, Land grant roads are required 
by these provisionso transport government 
employés, troops, and freight, in some cases 
free and in others at greatly reduced rates, 
and it has been the custom of the other roads 
to meet these rates, in some instances in 
order to participate in the business. 

Some of the direct routes, however, have 
not made as low rates as those made by 
more circuitous lines which received the ed- 
eral aid and it has been the desire of both 
the roads and the government to atrange a 
revised schedule which will secure greater 
uniformity. 


Cottonseed Rate Is Cut. 

An important decision which requires re- 
ductions in existing freight rates on cotton: 
seed products, including oll, meal, Hulls, etc., 
in practically the entire south, Was made 
public by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. The case arose on complaint of thir- 
ty+two corporations manufacturing cot- 
tonseed products in Oklahoma. The commis- 
on holds that the rates charged: by the Mis- 
souri Pacific, Missouri, Kansas and Texas, 
the Rock Island, the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco, the Santa Fé, and a number of other 
roads from Oklahoma points to points in 
Texas are unreasonable to the extent of 4 
cents and upwards per hundred pounds, and 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Lays Down New Rule. 


NOT ALWAYS DUE SHIPPER. 


Unreasonable Rates May Be Cut With- 
out Refund Penalty. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. B.— The awarding 
of reparation by means necessarily fol- 
lows the reductionr’of a rate, whether by 
voluntary action of the carriers or by order 
of the interstate commerce commission, 
This principle was laid down today by the 
commission to govern proceedings in repara- 
tion cases. 

For several years each reparation case 
presented to the commission has been de- 
termined on the facts adduced at the hear- 
Ings without reference to any rule of prac- 
tice of the commission. On account of the 
immense number of reparation complaints 
filed by shippers, it has been deemed neces- 
sary that certain general principles be laid 
down. These principles are presented by 
Judge Clements in the case of the Anadarko 
Cotton Oll company against the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe railway and other car- 


riers. 


Oil Rate Is Ordered Reduced. 

Cottonseed oil is a large product of Oklahoma. 
Much of it ie shipped by rail, to Galveston, Tex.., 
for transshipment by water to various ports 
of the world. By the terms of the decision handed 
down today the rates on cottonseed oll are reduced 
materially from points in Oklahoma to Galveston. 
the reduction amounting to about 4 cents a hundred 
pounds, approximately 16 per cent. The existing 
rates were declared to be unreasonable and definite 
rates for the future were fixed. 

No order is made by the commission, but the car- 
riers are given ninety days in which to adjust their 
rates in conformity with the opinion of the commis- 
sion. Reparation, however, is not granted in the 
case, although it was prayed for by the complain- 
ant. 

Then follow the principles laid down by Judge 
Clements as to the award of reparation. 


Strives to Keep Faith. 


The law imposes upon the carriers the duty of 
initiating their rates under the injunction that 
they shall be reasonable and just. The carriers 
are presumed to act in good faith and therefore 
rates established by them cannot be condemned 
except upon full investigation and hearing. 

It is pointed out by Judge Clemente that “ a rate 
reasonable in view of the circumstances and con- 
ditions when it is established may in course of time 
become unreasonable by virtue of changed circum- 
stances and conditions. 

It would be a harsh rule that would assume a 
rate now condemned as unreasonable to have been 
so for a period of two years, or that of the stetute 
of limitations, in the past as a basis for the pay- 
ment of money by the carriers on past shipments, 
especially when no complaint should be made 
against them within that period.“
